How to Get Rid of Cockroaches. ! 

Mr. Tewksbury Nottingham, in a letter 
to tlie Maux Sun, says: “1 forward an easy 
clean, and certain method of eradicating 
these insects from dwelling houses. A 
few years ago my house was infested with 
I" cockroaches, — or ‘clocks,’ as they are call- 
jed here — and 1 was recommended to try 
i cucumber peelings as a remedy. 1 accor- i

I strewed the floor of that part of the house 
I most infested with the vermin, with green 
peel cut not very thin from thc cucumber, 
'and sat up h.alf an hour later than usual to! 
j see the effect. Before the expiration of i 
that time, the floor where the peel lay was j 
! completely covered with cockroaches, sol 
I much that the vegetable could not he seen, | 
so voraciously were they engaged in suck- 
ing the poisonous moisture from it. I a- 
dopted the same plan the following night, 
but niy visitors were not so numerous — I 
i should think not more than a fourth of the 
I previous night. On the third night I 
could not discover one; but anxious to find 
out whetlier the house was quite clear of 
them, I examined file peel, after I had lain 
it down about half an hour, and perceived 
tliat it was covered with myriads of minute 
cockroaches, about the size of a Ilea. I 
therefore allowed tlie peel to lay till morn- 
ing, and from tliat moment I liave not seen 
a cockroach in the house. It is a very 
old building; .and I am certain the above 
remedy only requires to be pei-severed in 
for three or four nights, to completely e- 
radicate the pest. Of cour.se it should be 
fresh cucumbci peel every night.

He 
is known to have said in this country long 
before he left it to accept the Presidency 
of the French Republic: “It may appear 
presumptuous in me to wear the amulet;

to be, one day ruler of France. AVhen I 
am so, I shall first extinguish the license 
of the Press, and then attack Enyland.— 

I shall do so with regret, for I have been 
kmdly received there and it contains m.my 
of my best friends, but I must fulfil my 
mission, and carry out that which I know 
my uncle had most at heart. I owe that to 
his memory. In pursuance of these views 
he lias just decreed 80,000 men more to 
his regular army.” 

Allisoo then goes on to expose with 
considerable ability, the circumstances in 
the present condition of England, which 
would favor such an attempt by Louis 
Napoleon. He lays special stress upon 
the disposition of the Irish to avail them-

— Mr. Miller states that the 
ground at the time of the second sowing, 
was in prime order, having been deep 
plowed for tlie corn crop in the spring. | 
The average yield per acre of the rye 
crop in Mr. M’s neighborhood, and the 
Lost creek valley generally, is put down 
at from 27 to 2*8 bushels.
